How to Select Varieties 


Every variety that I list is good and liked by many people. However, some are 
better than others as you will see by my star ratings. Many people ask me to tell 
them the names of the best varieties as if my descriptions and ratings were some- 
thing that I put in the catalog just to sell bulbs, but that my personal opinions were 
different. This certainly is not so. If you want to know what I consider the best, just 
read the descriptions. 

Many people ask me to select some bulbs for them, to a certain amount of 
money that they send me. This is very difficult unless you tell me what colors you 
are interested in, price range you want to pay, size of bulbs you want, and the num- 
ber of bulbs of a variety. If you do not feel capable of making your own selection 
and will give me this information, I will try to select some for you. But I think it 
will be much more satisfactory for each customer to read the descriptions and look 
up the prices and select the varieties that appeal to him and in the price class he 
feels able to pay. 

Do not ask for a list of the best 10 or 25, or any other number as there is no 
such list that would suit everyone. Some varieties are more suitable for one purpose 
than another and very few are best for all purposes. 

Remember, that no variety is perfect, they all have their faults like everything 
else, but I do not list any varieties except those whose good points far exceed the 
bad ones. I try to carry only the best to be had.

Most Useful in Hybridizing 


Many people ask what varieties they should cross to secure outstanding seed- 
lings. If the gladiolus breeders only knew that their main troubles would be over. 
The fact is, you have to try different combinations of varieties for yourself. All I 
can do is give you the names of a few varieties which have produced good seedlings. 
There are many more which no doubt will give good seedlings if crossed with the 
right varieties. You can’t tell what you will secure until you try them. Remember 
that you get only a very, very small percentage of really outstanding seedlings from 
any cross. If you get one seedling good enough to introduce to the public out of a 
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thousand seedlings you grow, you will be lucky. But no doubt you will get a lot of 
seedlings that you and your friends will like. Here are a few kinds that have pro- 
duced good seedlings.

Flowers for Identification 


I will be glad to identify if possible any flowers that you send me. In sending 
them, do NOT send single blooms with your letter. In such cases the color is always 
out of the flower and it is impossible to tell what it is. Send a part of a spike, as 
large as possible, with at least 3 or 4 buds, preferably not the tip buds. Send the 
buds dry in a package. Do NOT wrap any wet papers or use anything moist in the 
package, simply send the part of a spike with enough stem below the buds so it 
can be put in water, and when it arrives here the buds will be opening up and if I 
can identify it for you, will be glad to do it. 


Culture of Gladiolus 


_ The culture of gladiolus is very simple. They will grow in most any kind of 
soil or in any climate where there are 70 to 80 days of growing weather. We sell 
them in many countries from Alaska to South Africa. The main requirements are: 


Full sun all day. 

Plenty of moisture. 

Good drainage. 

SWE if there is any possibility of there being thrips in the neighbor- 

ood. 

Some fertility in the soil. They will do well if there is very little fertility 
provided they have plenty of water, but they will do much better 
if they have all the fertilizer they can use. 


Fertilizer 


Any good mixed chemical fertilizer. I have never used pulverized sheep manure 
but understand it is good. Well rotted animal manure is O.K. if it is put on in the 
fall before planting, but it usually needs reinforcing with a chemical fertilizer as it 
is usually weak in Nitrogen especially. 

An instruction sheet goes with your bulb order. If you want one before your 
order is shipped, drop us a card. 


Gladiolus Books 


If you want full information about gladiolus, better get a book. There are only 
two of them on the market at present. The Gladiolus by Rockwell was published 
about ten years ago and is good, but the list of varieties recommended is way out 
of date. This book sells for $1.25 prepaid. We can take orders for it or we give it 
free with a $12.00 order of bulbs from our catalog. The Gladiolus by McLean pub- 
lished 1941 is much more up to date. It gives you the latest data on fertilizer, 
diseases etc. This sells for $2.00. Will be glad to take your order for this book. Also 
on a $12.00 order of bulbs we give you this book for $1.00 extra. Remember, how- 
ever, that in any book the recommended list of varieties is necessarily out of date 
in a very short time, and the varieties recommended are only the author’s personal 
choice. There are many other varieties fully as good and in a year or so many of the 
varieties recommended will be out of date or will not have attained the popularity 
the person recommending them thought they would. 


PLANTING TIME 


Many customers ask us to ship their bulbs at planting time. We have no way 
of knowing the planting time in your particular locality. Here we plant three or 
four weeks before the last hard frost and from then on for a month or so. If you don’t 
know when they should be planted in your locality, find out from someone else who 
has a garden. In some States planting time may vary a great deal according to 
elevation or location. 
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Guarantee 


I guarantee to do my utmost to please my customers. We mean to send out 
only clean bulbs, free from disease and insects. Any claims or complaints in regard 
to bulbs should be sent soon after receiving the bulbs. 

_Of course if any bulbs are not true to name you can not make claims for that 
until after blooming. If anything goes wrong we always try to make a satisfactory 
settlement with the customer. This is the only way that anyone can hope to build 
up a business. 

However we do not guarantee in any way the bulbs you harvest as unsatis- 
factory growing conditions or disease in the soil are beyond our control and we 
cannot be responsible for the crop you harvest except that if bulbs should not be 
true to name we will be glad to replace them or make a satisfactory settlement but 
not exceeding the purchase price of the bulbs. 


Disclaimer 


I, Elmer Gove, try my utmost to have all bulbs true to name, free from disease 
and insects of all kinds and send out only first class stock but I wish it to be under- 
stood that in case of failure of crop for any reason whatsoever or bulbs are found to 
be untrue to name that I will not be held responsible beyond the actual purchase 
price of the bulbs. 


CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


When moving or changing your address, if you wish to remain on our mailing 
list, Just notify us of the change, giving both your old and your new addresses. Even 
though you notify your Post Office of your change of address, they will not forward 
catalogs. Every year we have hundreds of catalogs returned that were addressed to 
people that have moved and didn’t notify us. 


A Classic 


The following paragraph describing the various stages of gladiolus growing has 
attracted so much attention and been quoted so many times that I am repeating it 
again. 
“There is a fascination about growing glads that becomes a hobby, then a 
craze. There are five stages of interest in growing “‘glads.”’ First you just grow them 
as an amateur, same as you would any other flower. Then as your interest in them 
increases you become a “‘fan,”’ then a “‘bug,”’ then a “nut,” then finally a “‘fiend.” 
When you reach this final stage you are Bones You think of “‘glads” all day, 
dream of them at night, spend every available minute of your time in the garden, 
talk of them, visit the shows, read all the catalogs and sueud all your money on 
them. You will look lovingly at the last flower in the fall, will handle over your bulbs 
in the wintertime and will hardly be able to wait till you can lovingly plant the 
bulbs in the spring. From then till the first bloom appears is a period of happy 
anticipation. When finally the spikes of bloom begin to appear you are in heaven. 

In which class are you? 


Do Gladiolus Change Color? No. 


I am asked this hundreds of times every year. I want to say positively “they 
do not’ except for the occasional sport. What happens when you start in with an 
assortment of colors and they finally simmer down to one or two shades is this: 
some varieties are strong and vigorous and propagate well even sometimes the 
bulblets blooming, while others are inclined to be weak and acquire disease and 
die. Don’t let anyone tell you that their glads have changed color because they 
positively cannot except once in a great while an individual plant will sport to 


another shade. 
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Glad-i-o -lus 

Please pronounce it this way with the accent on the o, and use the same form 
for both singular and plural. Of course gladioli is correct for the plural but it is not 
so easy to speak. And some years ago the American Gladiolus Society went on 
record as favoring gladiolus for both singular and plural. 

Do not under any conditions call them gladiola. This is entirely wrong. Many 
people don’t seem to know what to call them but if we can all work together in 
popularizing the word gladiolus it will be much simpler for everyone. 


Gladiolus Seed 


There is a great deal of pleasure in raising gladiolus from seed. Every seed 
produces a different variety. No matter how many you raise no two are alike. It 
takes two years to get blooms from seed, that is you sow the seed one year and it 
should produce bulbs that would bloom the next year. Though you may not produce 
any World Beaters the chances are you will get a lot of them that you and your 
friends will like. They are very easy to raise from seed. 

In order to conserve space I am not including my whole list of seed crosses in 
the catalog, but if you are interested in growing from seed and will drop me a card, 
I will send you a complete list of crosses and prices. 

Seed is priced at 15 for $.25, 15 for $.35 and 25 at $.50, 25 at $.65. 


CLASSIFICATION 


Classification of Gladiolus is rather a mess. The different gladiolus societies 
use different methods of classification. There is no one method that is universally 
used, though the following is one that several societies are using, and I think will be 
used more extensively in the future. If this method would become universal, it 
would be much better for all concerned. By this method glads are divided into 2 
types and 3 sizes of each type, as follows: 


Formal or Exhibition 

LARGE 

In this classification blooms are arranged in 2 more or less formal or regular 
rows, the blooms being more or less paired, and usually there are more blooms open 
than in the decorative type. Blooms are 4%% inches across or larger. 
MEDIUM 

In this the type is the same, but the blooms are between 314 and 434 inches 
across. 
SMALL 


_ In this blooms are less than 314 inches across. There are only a very few varie- 
ties in this latter class. 


Informal or Decorative 
LARGE 


In this class the blooms are arranged in more or less an informal or irregular 
placement, and usually but not always have less blooms open than in the formal or 
exhibition type. The blooms are 434 inches or more across. 


MEDIUM 


_ Same as the above except that the blooms are between 314 and 434 inches in 
diameter. 


SMALL 
Same as above except that blooms are less than 314 inches across.

In my descriptions this year, I am using the above classification method and 
marking each variety as Large, Medium or Small Decorative, or Formal. It is 
difficult to definitely place some varieties in a certain classification as different 
culture will often make a lot of difference in the size of blooms, so I can not guar- 
antee that each variety in my catalog has been put in the proper class, but I have 
done the best I could. Also varieties at different times will make different types of 
spike than they do at other times. About all we can do is to figure on what the 
variety naturally does in the majority of cases under ordinary good cultivation. 


My Rating by Stars 
& %& %& % means the variety is “‘extra good,” or as good as there is in its color. 
* *& *& Y2 means “‘very good.” 
* *%& % means “‘good.”’ 
%* % | means “fairly good.” This year I am not listing any 2 or 2% star 
* *% Yes varieties. 

As you will see there are very few four star varieties. It takes the very best 
to rate four stars. Many of the two and a half star varieties no doubt you would 
like but most of them have some feature that keeps them out of the higher ranking. 

Necessarily this star rating has to be a rather composite affair. A variety may 
rate higher as an exhibition variety than as a commercial or vice versa but we have 
to give a rating that will average for both classes. My rating may change on various 
varieties from year to year according as they perform in my field. Many varieties 
do perform differently in different locations so I can’t guarantee all varieties will 
do as well for you as for me.On the other hand I know some will do better in many 
locations than in my garden. 


Pure Vermont Maple Syrup 


Griddlecakes or Waffles and Syrup. Um! Um! 

Though some good maple syrup is made in three or four other States, the Fancy 
Vermont Maple Syrup is recognized as the finest to be had, and I handle only the 
best of the Fancy grade. If you have never eaten any of that quality syrup you don’t 
know what you are missing. 

Do not be misled by advertising of pure maple syrup as maple syrup can be 
pure in the sense that it is not adulterated, and yet be of very poor quality. To 
produce the Fancy Grade, weather conditions have to be just right, and extreme 
cleanliness and up to date methods have to be used in its manufacture. And then it 
has to be strained through a very thick felt to get out the so-called “‘maple sand.” 
If it is not strained you will often find a lot of sediment or “‘sand”’ in the bottom of 
the containers. 

Fancy Syrup should be light colored, the lighter the better. Some people think 
light syrup is adulterated but the dark grades which are made by poor sugar makers 
or are made in rusty or old evaporators, would be much more ikely to be adulter- 
ated, to make them pass for better grades. ; 

At this writing, December 1941, Fancy Syrup is very scarce. I have Just secured 
a limited quantity of the Fancy quality, and when this is gone there is no more to 
be had until the new crop comes in next April. 

ABOUT SUGAR, the 2 oz. cakes are good if you want to eat it like candy, but 
this sugar gets very hard in a short time. The 5 lb., pail of soft sugar is cheaper and 
I personally like it much better for eating, and it can also be used for cooking. This 
wil stay soft a long time. And to use it in cooking you simply put water with it and 
melt up only enough at a time for what you want. 

ABOUT PRICES. I have had to raise prices on all quantities of syrup, simply 
because there is a great scarcity of it. But even at that my prices are lower than 
some of the large companies charge for inferior grades. These prices are not going 
any higher as they cover the syrup and sugar that I have on hand now, but when 
this stock is gone I will not have any more till April.

2 or No. 3. Age of bulbs and other fac- 
tors have something to do with it, tho 
theoretically No. 1 and No. 2 should 
produce better blooms than medium 
size. However, you will be pleasantly 
Surprised at the bloom you will get 
from the medium sizes and even from 
small ones. 

People who are not familiar with 
glads often think they have to have 
large overgrown bulbs such as the 
chain stores sell. The fact is that many 
times the chain store bulbs are old and 
past their usefulness and so have been 
sold by commercial growers who prefer 
younger tho smaller bulbs. 

Small bulbs will most all bloom 
satisfactorily and will make nice large bulbs for 
the next year and will usually produce more bulb- 
lets than larger bulbs. 

No. 3 or No. 4 or MeEpivum bulbs will produce 
very satisfactory bloom and are preferred by 
many commercial growers as the price is much 
lower and the blooms from large bulbs often not 
enough better to warrant the extra price. 

Bulblets sold in packages and in bulk are 
mostly medium size. In small quantities especially 
of the newer kinds I put in the largest I have but 


some varieties never make large bulblets. Size hasn’t anything to do with germinat- 
ing qualities tho it happens that in most varieties that produce large bulblets the 
bulblets make large growth. However, if a variety produces only medium or small 
bulblets we cannot furnish large ones. Some varieties will produce some bulblets 
even larger than the one on the left below. : 

In my retail price list the bulbs are listed as Large, Medium and Small, not as 
No. 1, 2 and 3. Some people make this mistake when ordering calling the medium size 


in the second column No. 2 and the third column No. 3.

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The Palmer Strain of Gladiolus 


Originated by Mr. E. F. Palmer of Canada 


The Palmer strain of gladiolus which began its 
public career 13 years ago with the introduction of 
Apricot Glow, is distinguished by the most unusual 
beauty of color and form of its various varieties. With 
the introduction of Picardy in 1931, the gladiolus as a 
national flower really began to come into its own. As 
a florist flower gladiolus has increased in popularity 
tremendously since that time because of the many good 
qualities of Picardy, which has been grown by the 
millions. Though no variety has yet been produced 
that has the least chance of superseding Picardy as a 
florist flower, Mr. Palmer has produced other very fine 
varieties, notably Beacon, which are becoming popular 
commercial cut flower varieties as fast as stock becomes 
available. He has an eye for real beauty of color and 
form, and has produced many varieties that for beauty 
are infinitely superior to the old sorts. The old kinds 
often had harsh blotches or magenta lines in the throat 
which prevented them from being really beautiful. 
The Palmer varieties are noted for clear, clean throats 
and clean colors in general.

WATERS MOS ESRC Palmer varieties are vigorous and good propagators, a 


quality which all varieties should have but which 
unfortunately many do not possess. When you get a start in a Palmer variety, you 
may rely on its increasing well in nearly every case. You will make no mistake in 
following along with the Palmer strain. 

The Palmer strain has had a tremendous influence on the gladiolus industry 
as a whole. Mr. Palmer began by giving the parentages of varieties and so de- 
bunked the mystery that attached to gladiolus hybridizing before his time. Pro- 
ducing new outstanding varieties seemed so easy now that many others began 
crossing gladiolus and have produced some very fine varieties. But Mr. Palmer 
seems to have a sixth sense which enables him to pick the right parents and then to 
recognize quality when the seedlings first bloom so that he is right up in front with 
outstanding new varieties, and usually two or three years ahead of his competitors. 
I introduced Mr. Palmer’s first variety and I am proud to have continued to be the 
sole introducer of his varieties ever since. We intend to introduce about five varieties 
every year and are trying to produce better ones all the time, so that to whatever 
height the standard of new introductions is raised we can always truthfully say, A 
Palmer Variety is a Good Variety, and among the very best.

I did not intend to list seed in my catalog as I thought I would not have room but I 
-have found I can spare space in this price list. Order early as usually some crosses are sold 
out long before the end of the season. | 


Growing gladiolus seed is one of the most interesting parts of the game. You may not 
get any World Beaters from seed and yet you have as good a chance as anyone else. These 
seeds listed below are from the same crosses that the grower uses himself. He has made crosses 
of what seemed to him to be most promising and you might get something that would be a 
World Beater. But even if you didn’t no doubt many of the seedlings would be something 
that you would like. Every seedling will be different. Y 


In sowing seed you can sow them in frames and nowadays many people are sowing them 
out in the open, but they want to be sown shallow and covered with something until they 
germinate. The bulbs you get the first year will be anywhere from a No. 6 to even a large 
bulb. It depends on the growing conditions. You should get blooms the second year, though 
you can’t tell definitely what a certain seedling will be like until it blooms from bulblets, as 
they often change somewhat the second or third time they bloom. But when you get blooms 
from bulblets they are usually set by that time and do not change afterwards.

Of course you know if you had thrips on your plants this summer but sometimes there are 
thrips in very small quantities that you might not notice so it is always safer to take precautions and 
get rid of the thrips in the fall before they have any chance of doing any damage to the bulbs. If you 
have only small quantities of bulbs, that is up to a thousand, Naphthalene Flakes are the simplest 
thing to use to clean up the thrips.

Horticultural Wire Fencing 





Here is a wire support for glads that many growers have liked. This support 
consists of two parallel strands of wire seven inches apart and has cross wires about 
every six inches. This wire is simply tacked on to the tops of stakes driven into the 
ground. You can have them any height you want but for glads about eighteen inches 
is a good height. This might be too high for some short varieties but should be high 
enough for most kinds. Of course for very tall growing varieties that are inclined to 
crook the wooden stake is the best support but where glads are planted fairly shal- 
low so as to get the best increase a wire support of this sort is very useful. It keeps 
the plants right up straight and there is no danger of them falling over into the row. 
It can be used many years. 

Due to the War, this wire is not being manufactured now, but I have a few rolls 
on hand, which I bought when I was notified that no more would be made. When 
this is gone there will be no more until after the war. 

Price for a full roll of 500 feet is $3.50, F. O. B. Burlington. For less than a 
full roll the price is .02c a foot, F. O. B. here. No orders taken for less than 25 feet.

Thrips 


You may have heard about thrips or had experience with them. It is a very 
small insect that dries up the buds of gladiolus so they do not open. It has done a 
great deal of damage in many places and caused many people to stop raising glads. 
This is entirely unnecessary as it is very easy to avoid the thrips. It is simply a 
matter of carefully disinfecting all bulbs and then spraying afterwards. This whole 
matter is gone into extensively in the planting instructions that goes with every 
order of bulbs. Don’t let anyone tell you that you can’t grow good gladiolus because 
of thrips. There is nothing mysterious about it at all. Thrips is not a disease but an 
insect that can be easily gotten rid of, as is testified to by many people throughout 
the country who formerly were discouraged but now are growing fine gladiolus. 


Delbetar is the best disinfectant and fungicide I have found. I do 
Delbetar not handle this myself but suggest that you send to the manu- 
facturer direct, for Delbetar or for a circular about it. Send to the 


Beckwith Gardens, North Street, Manchester Center, Vermont.
